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School board faces development appeal 

Opposition to school prompts call to move heap ottice to O/Ps

Two separate groups have 
launched an appeal over the de¬ 
velopment of a school in the 
school board’s head office, 
prompting some Chinook's 
Edge trustees to call for a move 
to Olds 

St Mark's Anglican Church 
and employees of the Innisfail 
Community Health Centre, both 
neighbors of the school board, 
have launched an appeal of a 
development permit issued to 
Chinook’s Edge The permit al¬ 
lowed for the creation of a kin¬ 
dergarten to grade three school 
in the former liquor store of the 
Innisfail provincial building 
which now houses the regional 
office of Chinook's Edge 
At issue, as outlined by both 
groups, parking and congestion 
problems around the building, 
centred in a major traffic area in 
Innisfail s downtown corridor 
Evie Scott, a representative 
of the Anglican Church, said 
their concern is over space left 
along the streets which border 
the provincial building and the 
105-year-old church 

“This appeal is strictly about 
parking,'’ Scott said “We have 
a congested area right around 
the provincial building and the 
church, which is in the same 
block as the building 

Scott said the limited spaces 
left during the week means 
church attendees for events and 
funerals have no place to park 
‘ ‘There is also a concern with 
access to the handicap ramp,” 
Scott added. “In the alley which 
was supposed to be shut off for 
the school's playground.” 

Scott said the church also uses 
the provincial building's park¬ 
ing lot for Sunday services w hen 
the building is unoccupied 
Employees of the Innisfail 
Community Health Centre also 
launched their appeal over their 
concerns with parking in the 
area Employees, who launched 
the appeal without authoriza¬

Citizens to 
pay to 
shut off 
services

Didsbury property' own¬ 
ers will no longer be able to 
call up the town office and 
have their water services 
shut off for free 

After some debate about 
how much to charge for the 
service, town council voted 
last week to charge $25 
every time a resident wants 
their water shut off at the 
source. The rate also in¬ 
cludes turning the water 
back on when the resident 
requests. 

The decision to charge 
for shutting off water serv¬ 
ices arose after a Didsbury 
“snowbird” formally re¬ 
quested to be refunded the 
costs of his utility bill after 
spending the winter in the 
south 

The resident said he 
should not have to pay for 
water, for which there is a 
minimum charge of $10 per 
month, or sewer and gar¬ 
bage. The resident’s request 
was turned down but after 
learning that town employ¬ 
ees turned off water serv¬ 
ices at no cost, council de¬ 
cided to investigate charg¬ 
ing for the service 

It was their decision to 
allow town employees to

Town council notes

Glen Avery, an employee of 
Alberta Safety Services which has 
now been amalgamated with Al¬ 
berta Transportation and Utilities, 
was on hand at last week’s council 
to talk about the demise of the emer¬ 
gency response division 

Avery said the department was 
cut dramatically despite the need 
for large numbers of employees 
during such disasters as the recent 
flooding in the southern part of the 
province 

But despite the cutbacks, Avery 
said the department is still available 
to respond to emergencies and dis¬ 
asters and still has their 24 hour 
coordination and information line 

“I’m just here because I have 
been directed to go around to all the 
municipalities to tell them about 
the downsizing and how it has af¬ 
fected the department,” he said 

A Didsbury man who says he is 
restoring the town’s original hospi¬ 
tal, has asked for a break on his 
taxes. 

Brian Crossland, who has lived 
in the original hospital for the past 
13 years, said his taxes are far too 
high for the amount of service his 
area has received from the town. 

Crossland also reminded coun¬ 
cil about how they gave a break to 
the Landons while they were re¬ 
storing their heritage home. 

He added that the area where his 
home is located is unkempt and 
little has been done to keep the road 
and lawns in shape 

“We should have a little bit of 
care and pride even though this is 
an industrial area,” he said. 

Council said they would con¬ 
sider his request. 

A town tax payer asked town 
council to find out why he is being 
charged for water, sewer and gar¬ 
bage pick up even though he doesn’t 
use any of the services 

Leonard Papke said his taxes 
have increased dramatically since 


his land was annexed from the 
county, and he is being charged for 
services he does not receive 

Papke has also launched an ap¬ 
peal for the assessed value of his 
land, which was completed earlier 
this year. 

Mayor Ray Lea told Papke he 
had taken the right steps for council 
to consider reducing his assessment 
He added council would look into 
why Papke is charged for town serv¬ 
ices. 

Hearing dates for assessment 
appeals have been set. 

The assessment appeal board will 
hear appeals for local tax payers on 
July 26 and 27, 1995, in town coun¬ 
cil chambers. 

Several residents have filed ap¬ 
peals on the assessment of their 
property. The switch to market value 
assessments earlier this year meant 
a dramatic increase for many Dids¬ 
bury land owners 

Tax payers who filed an appeal 
application will be notified by mail 
of their appeal time 

Town council will look to sec if 
any money remains from a dona¬ 
tion from the Didsbury Legion for 
the transfer of the cenotaph 

legion member Joyce Mullen 
asked town council to see if any of 
their $2500 donation remained 
which could be used to help pay for 
the installation of lighting at the 
war veterans memorial 

Town crews moved the ceno¬ 
taph over a year ago once construc¬ 
tion began at the new curling rink 
facility The cenotaph now sits in a 
prominent location near the Dids¬ 
bury hospital 

Mullen said the legion, which 
looks like it may disband by this 
fall, wants lighting installed to high¬ 
light the memorial 

“If you read the protocol, it says 
if a flag is flying all night it should 
be lit,” Mullen told council 

Mullen said if cash is left over, 
the Legion will take the funds, pool 
it with any left over cash in the 
organization and decide how it 


Accident victim 
identified

A woman killed in a three vehi¬ 
cle accident near Cremona over the 
July long weekend has been identi¬ 
fied 

Didsbury RCMP released the 
name of Janiece Bergeson of Cre¬ 
mona as the victim of the accident 
which occurred Friday afternoon, 
June 30. 

Bergeson had slowed to turn onto 
the Burnt Timber Road off I hgh- 
way 22 north of Cremona when her 
car was rear-ended The force of the 
impact pushed her into the opposite 
lane where she was struck head on 
by a gravel truck Bergeson was 
killed instantly 


Didsbury RCMP said an investi¬ 
gation into the accident is still on¬ 
going and charges are being con¬ 
sidered 
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should be spent at their September 
meeting 

Town council has taken the first 
steps towards implementing their 
economic development strategy 
At its last meeting, council voted 
to accept new development permit 
application fees which Didsbury 
by-law enforcement officer Robert 
Wigg says will make Didsbury more 
competitive with its neighbors 
Some of the fees will remain the 
same and others have been low¬ 
ered For some developments, such 
as certain sized decks and base¬ 
ment developments, application 


fees have been dropped altogether 
Council also passed some poli¬ 
cies directed at encouraging devel¬ 
opment at their last meeting 

A policy entitled “development 
incentives” was passed, outlining 
actions council is willing to take to 
attract development as were poli¬ 
cies on council’s action for land 
sales and development agreements 
A final policy on commercial 
mill rate stabilization was also 
passed by council The policy out¬ 
lines council’s plan for reducing 
commercial mill rates until they 
reach a point only 20 percent above 
the residential mill rate. 


Trailer renovations to 
cost town $5000

The idea to move a supervisor 
into the Rosebud Valley 
Campground has turned out to be a 
more expensive proposition than 
Didsbury town council expected 

Costs to renovate a mobile home 
purchased by the town, which will 
act as a home for the couple hired to 
supervise the campground for 1995, 
are expected to go over budget by 
$5000. 

Council was handed the bad 
news by their Director of Opera¬ 
tional Services at the last town coun¬ 
cil meeting 

Hans Janssen told council the 
trailer, which was purchased for 
$13,500, is expected to cost in ex¬ 
cess of $10,000 to renovate Coun¬ 
cil had set aside $20,000 to cover 
the costs of the purchase of the 
home, moving and renovation work 
Moving costs totalled $1200 

“Right now we are running at 
the allotted budget and we have a 
long way to go,” Janssen told coun¬ 
cil 

He said the home had burst wa¬ 
ter lines, the electrical wiring had 
been tom out, as had the insulation, 
the back door had rotted and the 


flooring and walls needed to be 
replaced Holes in the unit needed 
to be filled, the hot water tank needed 
replacement and fire damage to the 
unit needed to be repaired 

A longer list of repairs was also 
required by the town’s building in¬ 
spector before the home could be 
considered up to code 

Janssen said the repairs could 
exceed the $5000 mark, but council 
held the line, demanding the repairs 
be completed under that amount, 
including GST 

Mayor Ray Lea said the mobile 
home was purchased by council on 
the recommendation of their former 
CAO. He said while they are con¬ 
cerned they may have been given a 
bad deal, he said when the home 
was first inspected, it did not appear 
to be as damaged as it seems now 
“I went down there myself and 
had a look at it (when it was first 
purchased),” Lea said “It didn’t 
look in that bad of shape But it has 
been sitting (empty) for the past 
two months and we are wondering 
if it hasn’t been vandalized ” 
Janssen said the operational serv¬ 
ices department hopes to have the 
trailer in livable condition by the 
end of the week.

Athletic support 

A merged group of school athletic teachers has asked Chinook's Edge school board to show their 
support for continued school athletic programs 

The group of teachers, composed of the former athletic associations from the counties of Red 
Deer and Mountain View, have asked the school board to issue a letter to all schools stating their 
support of athletic programs 

The issue of support for the programs arises from the sw itch to school based decision making, 
which means each school will be responsible for deciding which program will be supported 
financially 

The association also asked the board to issue a pledge of ongoing financial support for athletic 
programs which they say has many rewards for students including increased morale and school 
spirit, public relations, student skill learning and team building and community involvement in 
schools 

But the school board, w hile they supported the continued programming of school athletics, said 
each school must decide how they will spend their funding 

“We have heard this concern for every program there is,” said School Superintendent Dr Altha 
Ncilson “If we support this, then we have to issue support for programs like band as well 

The board decided to issue their support in principle, encouraging schools to continue to support 
all sorts of extra curricular programs in some manner 

Students injured in lab explosion 

Four students at Sundre High School were injured late last month when a fire cracker experiment 
went wrong 

On June 21, chemistry teacher Larry Nielsen was teaching his students about organic chemistry 
by building fire crackers made from gun cotton A student who made his own at home asked if his 
could be ignited and Nielsen agreed, feeling it would be better done under supervision 

But exploding the firecracker did not go as expected when the fuse blew out and. when the 
students approached the firecracker to light it again, suddenly flashed, exploding the cracker 
before the students had time to clear 

Nielsen said four students were injured with bums ranging from mild to second degree in 
seventy 

School Superintendent Dr Altha Ncilson called the incident and "unfortunate accident " and 
said the administration would be investigating to determine if the use of fire crackers would be 
allow ed in the classroom Building fire crackers is not part of the chemistry curriculum, but Larry 
Nielsen said he has been building them w ith his students for many years as a means of generating 
interest

shut off the service for a fee 

Councillor Gayle Veno said 
the fee helps to cover the em¬ 
ployee’s time 

“It can become a concern if 
we have to take that employees 
away from a big job to turn 
somebody’s water off,” Veno 
said 

Council also decided fees for 
sewer and garbage pick up would 
continue to be collected from 
each property owner regardless 
of whether they were using the 
services 

“It doesn’t make any sense 
for us to allow people not to 


make their payments because 
the town still has to make pay¬ 
ments,” Veno said 

The charge for sewer service 
goes towards payment of a de¬ 
benture taken by the town to 
cover construction of sewage 
facilities The town’s garbage 
contract is based on a per capita 
rate and must be paid whether or 
not garbage is picked up at every 
residence

Alberta Education’s investigation of Chinook’s Edge 
Outreach program has led the department to issue a green light 
for the continuation of the program 

Dr Altha Neilson, Superintendent of Schools, said Alberta 
Education decided to look into the Outreach program, offered 
in Red Deer and Didsbury. after concerns were raised that the 
program was being misused 

The Outreach program, designed for students who have 
dropped out of school, offers extra credits to the school board 
“Because Outreach gets triple credits. I think they thought 
we were trying to do something sneaky here,” said Dr Neilson 
But the investigation showed the school board was offering 
the program to the correct students and that the curriculum was 
being followed even though it is also offered to a number of 
student who don't fit into the traditional Outreach definition 
“We offer a very student centred program which sometimes 
doesn’t comply with the standards,” Dr Ncilson said “Wcalso 
offer the program to regular students who. for some reason, 
couldn’t work in the regular classroom But their investigation 
came up with the same numbers we have entered all along '

Didsbury town council should be looking for a new way to handle 
waste disposal in Didsbury 

After investigating the contract which binds Didsbury residents 
to paying a flat rate for garbage pick up regardless of the amount 
they throw, or don’t throw, away, it is clear the contract that has 
been negotiated does not meet the standards of the 1990s 

Our society is becoming more and more aware of the problems 
associated with packaging and waste, most namely its cost Those 
are the costs to the environment and to the taxpayers who must 
continue to fund landfill sites Any one who has followed the county 
w ide search for a regional site is aw are of how stringent standards 
for landfills have become and how expensive the containment of 
generated waste can be It is no longer simply a matter of finding 
empty land and tossing the garbage in Provincial standards must 
be met to guarantee ground water remains untouched and surround¬ 
ing land remains unpolluted The cost to attempt to ensure these 
standards arc growing even, day. 

A more comprehensive effort is needed the next time council 
approaches a waste management company to negotiate garbage 
pick up for town residents It must take into account the efforts of 
those who try to reduce the amount of garbage they generate As the 
province moves further and ftirthcr towards a user pay system, it 
would be wise to keep the same kind of system in mind so those who 
arc not contributing to the costs do not have to carry them, in effect 
subsidizing those w ho care not to reduce their wastes 

The benefits of negotiating such a deal arc long term Firstly, the 
town will not have to go out and purchase more land to increase the 
landfill site wc currently have Secondly, it will help increase the 
usage of our recycling operations which in turn helps out commu¬ 
nity organizations Thirdly, as perhaps most importantly, it will 
educate people about the consequences of continually tossing away 
unnecessary material which clogs our streams and fields and 
threatens our wildlife 

To their credit, town council has already ordered an investigation 
into methods of recognizing (monetarily) residents who do make an 
effort to reduce their waste Implementing such as sy stem is not an 
easy proposal as it requires the coordination of a variety of other 
services But the fact that the investigation has begun is a step in the 
right direction Now wc simply need to infuse the political will into 
our legislators to ensure an effective system can be set up. not just 
the system which costs the least in the short term Like most things 
which arc good for the environment, it takes some long term 
thinking to realize the benefits Luckily, those benefits arc also 
monetary

Once again Canada Post is 
about to cost the Canadian tax¬ 
payers, businesses and the fed¬ 
eral government more money 
Canada Post will soon an¬ 
nounce that mailing a letter in 
Canada will increase to 45 0 
cents Around the same time 
they will reveal another sub¬ 
stantial loss for 1994/95 

A multi-million dollar loss is 
anticipated Canada Post 
blames the loss on the fact that 
they did not get a hike in postal 
rates as expected in October 
1994 As a result, the Corpora¬ 
tion has been losing $ 1 million a 
week 

To avoid controversy, the 
stamp increase and multi-mil¬ 
lion dollar loss won't be revealed 
in the House of Commons until 
late June Friday, June 23 hap¬ 
pens to be the last day Parlia¬ 
ment is expected to sit before 


the summer recess. 

In late May a coalition of 
community and daily newspa¬ 
pers, courier companies and in¬ 
dependent businesses urged the 
federal government to take af¬ 
firmative action and rein in 
Canada Post 

The group known as the Coa¬ 
lition for Canada Post Account¬ 
ability publicly called on the gov¬ 
ernment to review the entire role 
and mandate of Canada Post 

Canadian taxpayers, business 
people and the government need 
to know what the role of C anada 
Post should be While Canada 
Post has a duty to play in mail 
delivery the coalition has ques¬ 


tioned the presence of Canada 
Post in ventures that lose huge 
amounts of money 

These losses must then be 
covered by revenue from other 
profitable postal activities This 
eventually results in postage in¬ 
creases to consumers and busi¬ 
ness people 

An independent examination 
of how Canada Post operates is 
needed to assure Canadians that 
their tax dollars are not being 
continually used to prop up this 
Crown Corporation 

Taxpayers should not have 
to bear the brunt of Canada 
Post's inability to operate re¬ 
sponsibly

Two-tiered gun battle brewing

"Health care," said Premier 
Ralph Klein not long ago, "is our 
Achille's heel.” 

He's right, of course Even as 
Klein's popularity soars, all the poll¬ 
ing and the endless focus groups 
you've paid for show that the vast 
majority of Albertans are deeply 


concerned about Klein's health care 
cuts and concerned that the gov¬ 
ernment is building a two tiered 
system, where you can buy better, 
faster basic medical care than the 
next guy if you've got the money. 

That's why the woman alleged 
to be the High Priestess of Two 
Tiered health care just rode into 
town 

Klein couldn't afford to replace 
Health Minister Shirley McClellan 
without appearing to concede that 
there's big trouble afoot. And while 
McClellan is warm and personable 
in private, she doesn't like the spot¬ 
light, doesn't like reporters and 
hasn't been able to find the words to 
convince Albertans that everything 
is under control 

In short, the government has 
been losing the health care war of 
words and the words are every¬ 
thing. Which is why Jane Fulton 
rode in. 

Her job is to make you forget the 
words "two-tiered", forget the hun¬ 


dreds of times government minis¬ 
ters had to stand up in the house and 
insist that "no one's talking about 
two-tiered health care except the 
Liberals," forget all the times Grant 
Mitchell got on the news with the 
words, "two tiered Americanized 
health care". 

Fulton's the new Deputy. But this 
Deputy Minister of health will not 
be the senior bureaucrat, the top 
administrator. 

That's why deputy ministers are 
supposed to be, but Jane Fulton is a 
point man, not a supply sergeant. 
For years now, she's been shooting 
from the lip as a vocal, high-profile, 
advocate of private, for-profit health 
care and she's a very good shot. 

The target in Alberta is to hit 
every talk show, every newscast, 
every front page in Alberta and re¬ 
place one negative set of words - 
two-tiered - with another more posi¬ 
tive set - consumer choice. 

There are other word switches to 
make Every reference to an "old" 


universal, public health care system 
uses the same images ("rigid, tradi¬ 
tional"), matched by a reference to 
the "new way of doing things", to 
the "really innovative services pro¬ 
vided by the private sector" 

It's an approach U S. House 
Speaker New Gingrich has mas¬ 
tered with sensational results. Fulton 
also borrows from another conserva¬ 
tive icon. Like New Zealand's former 
finance minister, Sir Roger Doug¬ 
las, Fulton presents herself as a so¬ 
cialist who simply sees the need for 
a specific flavor of change 

There's another bonus As a 
Deputy Mimster, Fulton can be ex¬ 
pected to sidestep the charge that 
her opinions are partisan, since civil 
servants are expected to be non¬ 
political 

So far, it's working brilliantly In 
the few first days of her new job, 
Fulton was the subject of extended 
live interviews on both public broad¬ 
casters in the province and at least 
two major newspapers were plan¬ 


ning full page spreads. 

It's a little early, though, for Tory 
strategists to count their two-tier 
chickens The new hired gun has 
taken more than a few wild shots in 
the past, and some of her public 
pronouncements will come back to 
haunt her 

The Liberals, after a slow start, 
have dug up her prediction that 
Canada and the U S. will share one 
health care system within 15 years 
She told insurance executives to 
expect "a tremendous opportunity 
for (private) health insurance sales 
to Canadians " 

Prominent Medicare supporter 
Dr Michael Rachlis dissected some 
of her more obvious contradictions 
in print hours after she won the new- 
job 

But supporters of universal pub¬ 
lic health care in Canada know 
they're up against an private health 
industry that represents 17 percent 
of the entire American economy.

East meets west in 4-H exchange program 


School board votes to continue conservation program

According to a majority of the 
20 participants of the in-progress 4- 
H Alberta/Ontario exchange pro¬ 
gram, who range in age from 14 to 
17, culture shock is rampant at both 
ends of the nation 

“You talk funny,” one teen from 
the Kent Voyagers ofDresden (north 
of Windsor), Ontario observed 

Oh really? 

“You say your A’s funny,” she 
said with a giggle. “It’s garage 
(rhyming with mirage) not garage 
(rhyming with badge)!” 

You definitely have an accent,” 
an Alberta teen responded, launch¬ 
ing into a comical impromptu ren¬ 
dition of the fine distinctions be¬ 
tween Alberta and Ontario ‘accents' 

Host families, chaperons and 
twenty enthusiastic teens gathered 
together last Saturday evening at 
Wcstcott hall to swap provincial 
comparisons, addresses and photos 
as they prepared for their final three 
days in Alberta 

Following an informal dinner, 
they were later joined by other local 
4-1 lers who had taken part in previ¬ 
ous exchange programs to dance 
the night away 

A full calendar of events had the 
teens ‘ ‘ all over the country ’' while in 
Alberta from July 3 through to the 
11th A stop at a Wendy's fast food 
outlet after deplaning was appar¬ 
ently a highlight, mentioned by sev¬ 
eral of the teens in both groups 
Other highlights included hikes, trail 
rides, hot dog roasts, tours of the 
Harmattan gas plant, a lumber mill 
and an Alberta Timothy tour, visits 
to the Cochrane Historical Ranch 
site, Olds College, Banff and Lake 
Louise and a day at the Calgary 
Stampede. 

This morning (July 11) at 7:30 


am, the group will fly en masse out 
of Calgary International to trade 
observations under the Ontario sun 

1 ‘ That ’ s another thing, ” Dresden 
teen Karyn Roest said, referring to 
the recent damp and cool Alberta 
temperatures. “I thought it would 
be hotter here ” But she allowed 
that there was more than one type of 
warmth, adding, “People are a lot 
friendlier here and everyone here 
seems to know all about 4-H, [in 
Ontario], in the cities, no one even 
knows what it is.” 

Ontario chaperon Susan 
Cameron commended the scores of 
parents in attendance saying that 
parental involvement by Albertans 
was laudable She said in her expe¬ 
rience, the eastern extent of adult 
involvement, outside of that of the 
group leaders, amounted to drop¬ 
ping the kids off at meetings and 
picking them up afterward 

“ 4-11 is really part of the commu¬ 
nity here,” Cameron said 

Alberta chaperon Linda Hogg 
said the rewards for active partici¬ 
pation were reflected in the kids 
who obviously enjoyed both 4-H 
and the exchange program im¬ 
mensely. 

Organizers have been working 
on the exchange for several months 
leading up to the conditional ap¬ 
proval announcement in February 
It can take several applications be¬ 
fore approval is granted to take part 
in the program so Didsbury organ¬ 
izers were elated when final ap¬ 
proval was issued on May 9. 

Under the auspices of the Herit¬ 
age Council initiative, the exchange 
program is managed by the federal 
government Ten participants and 
their sponsors must submit detailed 
plans for visiting members along 
with a list of pair-ups and consent¬ 
ing host families Once approved, 
air fare is covered, while the partici¬ 


pants themselves raise spending 
money for the trip

Alberta group on the eastern swing 
include the CN Tower, a Blue Jays 
baseball game and Niagra Falls 
But beyond the fun of travelling to 
parts unknown, participants ex¬ 
pressed a genuine interest in their 
cross country affiliates 

“I’m sure we’ll be keeping in 
touch with each other,” Didsbury 4- 
Her Lauren Arthurs said 

I'he overriding suffusion of ru¬ 
ral-slanted activities in Alberta was 
something of a novelty to the On¬ 
tario contingent who, with the ex¬ 
ception of a lone light horse mem¬ 
ber and two members with crop 
rotation experience, typically took 
up ‘ ‘ lifestyle’ ’ projects offered in the 
4-H program 


Western dress, terrain differ¬ 
ences and linguistic contrasts 
seemed to fascinate' the group who 
happily continued to list those they 
found most jarring and humorous 

Merrily commenting on Albertan 
penchant for mi leage reference when 
issuing directions, [“Everyone here 
says how many miles this way, and 
that way, no one uses road names!”], 
Rachel Delange said concluding 
the exchange with a remark the rest 
of the Ontario group echoed con¬ 
cerning the wide-open surround¬ 
ings of the Rocky Mountain foot¬ 
hills:

The first toothbrush was a "chew stick" a twig 
with one end frayed to a soft, sort of, combination 
brush and spatula The chew stick was rubbed 
against the teeth w ithout benefit of toothpaste and 
they have been found in Egy ptian tombs dating back 
to 3000 B C Some people still use chew sticks 
There are many African tribes who fray twigs only 
from a certain tree, the Salvadore persica, or "tooth 
brush tree " Closer to home the American Dental 
Association says that frayed sticks are still being 
used in some remote parts of the United States where 
they are known as "twig brushes" An elderly man 
living near Shreveport, Louisiana had used white 
elm sticks all his life and he had plaque free teeth and 
healthy gums 

The first toothbrush that is anything like today’s 
model was made in China about 1498 The bristles 
came from the back of the neck of hogs living in the 
colder climates of Siberia and China Cold weather 
made for heavier and firmer bristles The bristles 
were fastened into handles of bamboo or bone 
Traders brought these brushes to Europe but they 
were not a popular item because Europeans found 
them too firm The very few Europeans who did 
brush their teeth preferred horsehair brushes be¬ 
cause they were softer but in about 1723, Dr Pierre 
Fauchard. w ho is considered the Father of Modem 
Dentistry , declared horsehair brushes too soft to be 
of any use He recommended vigorous rubbing of 
the teeth and gums with a small piece of natural 
sponge 


When nylon was discovered in the 1930s there 
was a revolution in the toothbrush industry and the 
bottom fell out of the hog bristle business In 1937 
one and half million pounds of hog bristles had been 
imported to the United States The first nylon bristle 
brush went on sale in 1938 under the name Dr 
West's Miracle Tuft Toothbrush but unfortunately 
the bristles were so stiff that they were hard on gums 
and dentists didn't wholly endorse them By the early 
50s, Dupont had perfected a "soft" nylon and you 
could buy the fanciest Park Avenue model for 49 
cents 

The first toothpaste in recorded history is in 2000 
B C Egypt It was made from powdered pumice 
stone and strong wine vinegar It was very abrasive 
and acid but a lot nicer than the stuff the Romans 
used If you are reading this while eating lunch just 
put the paper aside! Roman toothpaste and mouth¬ 
wash was made from human urine and the most 
highly prized and expensive product was Portu¬ 
guese because it was supposed to be the strongest on 
the continent It was supposed to whiten teeth and fix 
them more firmly in their sockets and although they 
didn't know it they were unwittingly making use of 
the ammonia content 

Well now that I have effectively ruined my own 
appetite for lunch, I think I will go load my nylon 
bristled Reach toothbrush with some triple protec¬ 
tion fluoride Aquafresh and scrub this yuckv taste 
out of my mouth I read the list of ingredients and 
there is no ammonia

Doug Plamping 

Didsbury summer roadwork plans 

Despite ongoing changes in ‘city hall’ departing temporary CAO Doug Plamping 
confirmed that an established plan is in place to advance infrastructure road work in 
Didsbury. Approval of the capital budget included some changes including a decision to 
continue backhoe rental as opposed to purchase of same. Pending approval by adjacent 
property owners who will be paying a yet-to-be-determined percentage of the cost if 
approved, a surface asphalt overlay program on 24 Avenue has been proposed from 21 Street 
through to 23rd. A $414,000 road overlay contract (along with some road repair work) was 
recently advertised covering the bypass road which rings the northern edge of Didsbury. 
Depending on the final cost of the bypass road project, a second upgrade program may be 
launched to improve the three northern town entrances at 19th, 20th and 23rd Streets. “We 
don’t know if we can afford it yet, but we’re looking at that,’’ Plamping said. “Those would 
all be upgraded to community standards with curbs HHp*** 1 ***®**® 1 *

dressing the issue of drainage, curbs and gutters will be installed and a base applied. As this 
project was not in the original 1995 budget, adjacent residents have been sent a letter advising 
that the revised budget will include basic upgrades. “The base should have a year to settle in; 
it would be a better road down the road. The asphalt will be put on later,” Plamping said. “We 
can’t afford to do it all in one year. Of course it will be up to the new council, but we’re 
proposing that it will be paved in 1996.” The north water feeder main project, a $447,000 
budget item devised to connect water system mains on the west and east side of the tracks may 
turn out to be ‘found money’ as the water commission is investigating the possibility of 
installing a water reservoir in Didsbury. Should the reservoir be built, the feeder would not 
be needed and the $447,000 would be applied to street projects in Didsbury. “We’re still 
working on that,” Plamping said, “because we only just learned about [the water commis¬ 
sion’s reservoir proposal]. We should be able to get some street work done that we hadn’t 
planned on before. It’s being allotted to projects; there’s no guarantee they’ll all go ahead in 
1995. We’ve been working at it for a few weeks now, trying to pull the numbers together. 
If you go out into the community there are a lot of projects that could be done; it’s trying to 
sort out the priorities. We’re hoping council will be able to approve the revised budget on July

Now that the spraying season is 
drawing to a close, it is a good time 
to survey the fields to determine 
which weeds are causing problems 
in our fields This is the time to be 
out surveying your fields to deter¬ 
mine how effective your weed con¬ 
trol program was, which weeds are 
still present in the fields and which 
weeds need to be considered when 
planning your cropping for next year 
Take the time to identify- what your 
problem weeds are and where they 
are located. Once you have deter¬ 
mined where the weeds are located 
and what weed it is, you can then 
start to develop your control strat¬ 
egy for next year 


na I 


Perhaps you may want to con¬ 
sider a preharvest application of 
herbicide Maybe you will need to 
consider a post harvest application 
of herbicide or tillage or maybe you 
need to look at a different chemical 
or chemicals to use in the next crop 
year By checking your fields .now 
you will have an opportunity to iden¬ 
tify the w-eed problems that still 
exist in your fields and begin to plan 
how you will adjust your farming 
plans to take the best possible ap¬ 
proach to getting the weeds under 
control. 

The other thing that you may 
want to keep an eye open for is areas 
of the field that show disease symp¬ 
toms or are lower producing If you 
notice less productive areas, take 
the time to investigate Perhaps the 
problem is soil related - salinity 


d i 


and/or alkaline areas Perhaps the 
problem may be related to your fer¬ 
tility program or there may be a 
disease problem developing in the 
field 

What ever the reason for the field 
to start to show reduced production, 
now is the time to detect problem 
areas and to begin to plan changes in 
your management to deal with the 
situation. It may mean a change in 
your rotation, a different variety, an 
additional nutrient in your fertility 
program, a change in your herbicide 
program Once you have identified 
the problem, you can then begin to 
plan to deal with the situation. 

There are lots of information 
sources to help you to solve any 
problem that you may not recog¬ 
nize Talk to your fertilizer dealer, 
the chemical sales representative.
